Two area business Sante are asking for 
financial help to build a Sears warehouse 
in Northgate Industrial Park. c 

Wayne Lanter, chairman ‘and chief 
executive officer for Lanter Companies, 
and Ralph Korte, chairman of Korte Con- 
struction Co., asked the City Council 
Tuesday night to help them secure 
$300,000 in “grant money for the pi 
$2.3 million warehouse construction pro- 
ject on Mlinois 3. 

The warehouse would be leased by 
Sears Logistical Centers, a distribution 
arm of the Sears and Roebuck Co., for at 
least the next five years, Korte said. 

When a prcesaes 64,000-square-foot 
warehouse in Collinsville fell through, 
Korte said, Sears settled on an _18-month 
lease in a building at-1226 Bissell Ave. in 

i Dec. 31, and 
while-Sears has indicated it would like to 
move, it would like to remain.on the east 
side of the river to take advantage of the 
labor force, Korte said. 

He said the new 100,000-square-foot 
facility, to be built in Northgate Industri- 
al Park, would be expandable to eight

A mother who lost two sons to 

and violence is calling on 

others to lead young people 
away from those evils. 

“We are accountable for a 
young person somewhere. Our 
young people. are leadable, 
reachable, lovable and savable,’’ 
Lonise Bias told a Southern Illi- 
nois University at Edwardsville 
audience Tuesday. 


Bias is the mother of college 
basketball player Len Bias, who 
died from a drug overdose six 
years ago, days after being 
drafted by the Boston Celtics. 
Her son Jay was. murdered in 
1990. 


“Adults are supposed to be 
leading the children in this coun- 
try, but the adults haven’t 
matured. We have to change 
some of our old habits. Money, 
position, friends an rosperity 
will not correct ity,” she 
said. ‘‘We're going to have to get 
back to basics. We need champi- 
ons today.’*

State Police plan 
shows when to slow

The Illinois State Police 
unveiled a new weapon 
Wednesday in the battle to 
inereaSe. safety on the state’s 
highways. 

‘alléd ‘‘Speed Moni oring 
Awareness Radar Tools,’’ or 
“SMART,” the device is a por- 
table trailer that trains radar 
on: approaching motorists, then 
shows ‘them their speed in two- 
feet high, dayglow numerals. 

State; Police Director Terr- 
an¢e Gainer and other ISP offi- 
cials were on hand Wednesday 
to“demonstrate”one of the 
state’s two SMART units in the 
westbound lanes of I-55/70, 
betweemillinois 157 and 159. 

“Studies have proved that 
these devices are an effective 
tool far’ getting motorists to 
slow dwn,” Gainer said. 

Those who drove by the unit 
on Wednesda afternoon 
seemed io prove tilt polit. 

Whether ‘it was because of 
the distinctive looking white 
SMART unit flashing their 
speeds at them from the shoul- 
derrof “the highway or the gag- 
gléjof State Police cars pulled 
over neArpy. few motorists 
exéeeded os ae according to 

1 aispla; 

aet, many slowed their 
speéd ‘to the forties as they 
dréve by. 

About the size of a pop-up 
cafiper, -the SMART is 
equipped with a computer that 
nak ‘only shows motorists how 
fast they are going, but also 
records traffic volume and the 


speeds of vehicles that pass by 

“Data from the SMART units 
can be used to identify thor- 
oughfares in need of additional 

orcement,”’ Gainer said. “‘As 
you might imagine, the Illinois 
State Police plans’ to monitor 
the computer data and respond, 
as well.” 

The state has purchased two 
of the SMART units, at about 
$10,000 each. The units will be 
used throughout the state, es) 
cially in problem areas like 
construction zones and areas 
with high accident rates. 

While use of the SMART 
units may sometimes be com- 
bined with enforcement efforts, 
Gainer said their purpose is not 
to help troopers 
tickets. He called them another 
tool to remind motorists to 
drive at a safe and legal speed. 

“Enforcement is not our 
goal,’’ he said. ‘‘If people see 
this, or multiple groups see this 
and slow down, then we've 
achieved our goal.’’ 

Gainer said the units are 
only part of State Police efforts 
to improve traffic safety, using 
things like seat belt blitzes and 
roadside safety checks. 


In the first four months of 
this year, the State Police 
increased the number of motor- 
ist contacts by 7.5 percent over 
the same period last year, and 
the number of traffic’ fatalities 
is down. 

“The proof of the pudding of 
all this is do more people end 
up being alive?’" Gainer said. 
‘‘And our numbers are showing 
that they do.”

A new purchasing ordinance 
will allow Madison County offi- 
cials to spend more without tak- 
ing bids, an opponent charged 


“We're just opening up a little 
loophole here,’ board member 
Harold Byers of Highland said. 
“T think it’s wrong.’ 

Despite the objections, the 
County Board approved the pur- 
chasing ordinance Wednesday on 
a 22-6 vote. 

“It’s not a loophole,’ board 
member Herbert Milton Jr. fired 
back after Byers’ remarks in 
debate on the issue. “It’s just 
trying to operate this county and 
operate it right.”” 

Milton, the chairman of the 
board’s Buildings Committee, 
said the old ordinance was mak- 
ing it hard to conduct business 
because the $2,000 no-bid pur- 
chase limit was too low. 

Formal bidding procedures 
under the new ordinance would 
apply to purchases of $5,000 or 
more. 

The ordinance was approved 
after the board voted 20-8 to sus- 
pend rules to consider the mea- 
sure, which was not on the meet- 
ing’s agenda 

Two board committees had 
talked about changing the ordi- 
nance but made no recommen- 
dation. 

In other action Wednesday, the 
board: 

~ Adopted a new ordinance 
regarding residential and _busi- 
ness alarms that are monitored 
by the Sheriff's Department 
Owners will pay a $10 fine for 
the fourth through the seventh 
residential false alarms in a 12- 
month period. For businesses, 
the fine will be $15 for the fourth 
through ‘the -seventh false 
alarms.

“I am grateful to have come back with no physi- 
cal or mental scars,”” Haine said. ‘‘In my view it 
was a matter of sheer luck. If anything. Vcore 
serious harm because I was fleet of foot and 
because the North Vietnamese soldiers I faced 
were not very good shots.” 

Cruse said his World War II experience con- 
vinced him that the United States was threatened 
by real enemies that needed to be fought. Cruse 
said he supported the Korean and Vietnam wars, 
but, as time dragged on in the Vietnam War, he 
began to have doubts about the American policy 
both there and, in retrospect, in Korea 

“‘I- had-a young son- who could—potentially-be 
involved and, faced with thdt, I began to look at 
the war differently,” Cruse said. “‘I became disil- 
lusioned with the U.S. policy — if we weren't 
going to win it, why were we there?

‘That will 
leave# Jeff Sunderlin (executive 
direator), Maureen Hemann 
(dire@tor of operations and cor- 
porate development) and myself 
to head up the games 

“Maureen’s job includes get- 
ting gtatewide and regional cor- 
porate sponsors. The loss of 
state$funding makes that even 
moresimportant.”’
